The  following  extracts  are  from  the  testimony,  taken  under  oath,  in  a  recent  case  pend- 
ing before  the  United  States  Patent  Office,  upon  the  actual  merits  of  the

Of  the  ten  tons  purchased  of  you  this  Spring,  I  used  about 
eight,  principally  on  my  tobacco  crop.  In  order  to  test  the 
comparative  value  of  this  and  Peruvian  Guano,  I  supplied 
myself  with  a  small  quantity  of  the  latter.

A  churn  by  this  name,  of  "which  the  above  is  a 
drawing,  has  been  forwarded  to  us  by  the  Seneca 
Falls  Churn  Manufacturing  Company,  and  now  on 
exhibition  at  this  office. 

The  Cultivator  and  Country  Oentleman  speaking 
of  this  same  Churn  describes  it  as  follows : 

"  The  principle  involved  is  that  of  the  old  dash 
churn,  with  certain  contrivances  intended  to  reduce 
the  labor  required,  and  to  perfect, the  process  of  but- 
ter making.  For  these  purposes,  the  dasher  is  dou- 
ble— the  upper  one  adjustable,  according  to  quantity 
of  contents,  so  as  to  be  placed  at  the  top  of  the  milk, 
when  the  lower  is  about  mid-way  between  bottom 
and  top.  This  double  dasher  is  worked  by  a  lever, 
so  that  the  motion  is  like  that  of  a  pump  handle, 
with  a  spring  to  equalize  the  force  required  for  the 
upward  and  downward  strbke.  The  mode  of  con- 
structing the  dasher  reduces  by  one-half,  the  length 
of  stroke  required,  and  it  can  be  correspondingly 
increased  in  rapidity.  "Every  churn  is  made  of  the 
very  best  white  oak,  and  in  the  best  manner,  and 
warranted  to  produce  more  butter,  of  a  better  qual- 
ity, and  with  less  labor,  than  any  other  churn  in  use.

Egyptian  Corn. — As  much  has  been  said  of  this 
corn  lately,  we  quote  the  following  to.  show  bow 
it  is  regarded  at  home. 

We  are  in  receipt  of  several  inquiries  with  regard 
to  the  value  and  culture  of  Egyptian  corn.  We  can 
only  say  that  some  people  are  pleased  with  it,  and 
others  regard  it  as  a  humbug.  It  is  a  matter  of 
taste,  therefore,  whether  valuable  or  otherwise.  We 
have  heard  it  said,  however,  that  if  persons  desire  to 
have  it  ground  into  meal,  they  will  have  to  wait  till 
mill-burs  are  made  of  a  harder  substance  than  at  pre- 
sent, as  the  corn  is  a  little  harder  than  the  stones  in 
common  use.  Our  friend  Gabriel  Stickley ,  (who,  by 
the  way,  is  one  of  our  best  farmers,)  has  discovered  a 
heretofore  unknown  property  in  Egyption  corn, 
which  is,  its  medicinal  virtue  as  an  antidote  for  hog 
cholera.  He  says  it  is  so  hard,  that  the  labor  that  a 
hog  has  to  undergo,  in  masticating  it,  puts  him  in  a 
profuse  perspiration  from  the  tip  of  his  tail,  which, 
as  in  the  Thomsonian  system,  knocks  all  diseases 
higher  than  a  kite. — Abingdon  Virginian.

The  manufacture  of  Sorgo  molasses  from  Chinese 
sugar-cane,  in  Northampton  county,  Pa.,  is  increas- 
ing largely,  and  seems  to  be  a  paying  crop.  Last 
fall,  William  H.  Coleman,  of  Bethlehem  township, 
made  nearly  1,200  gallons,  which  he  sold  at  $1  per 
gallon.  He  has  a  crusher  and  evaporator,  the  only 
one  we  believe  in  the  county.  In  addition  to  mak- 
ing the  1,200  gallons  for  himself,  he  manufactured 
large  quantities  for  his  neighbors,  at  a  cost  to  them 
of  30  cents  per  gallon.  It  is  calculated  that  an 
acre  will  produce  about  125  gallons  of  molasses  ; 
the  cost  of  manufacture  being  30  cents  per  gallon, 
and  the  molasses  selling  for  $1  per  gallon,  the 
amount  realized  from  an  acre  would  be  $87.50,  a 
profitable  crop.  We  have  no  doubt  that  in  a  few 
years  large  quantities  of  this  cane  will  be  grown  in 
the  county,  and  we  will  be  enabled  to  manufacture 
our  sugar  at  home,  and  not  be  compelled  to  go  else- 
where for  it. — ^x.

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ROSE  ASTER,  ONE-EIGHTH  NATURAL  SIZE. 


No  class  of  flowers  has  been  so  much  improved  within  the  past  twenty  years  as  the  dififerent  varieties 
of  the  Aster,  and  none  has  advanced  so  rapidly  in  popular  favor.  They  are  now  as  double  as  the  Chrys- 
anthemum or  the  Dahlia,  and  almost  as  large  and  showy  as  the  Pwony,  and  constitute  the  principal 
adornment  of  our  gardens  during  the  autumn  months.  Give  the  Aster  a  deep,  rich  soil,  mulching  with 
coarse  manure  is  very  beneficial.  Plants  may  be  grown  in  the  hot-bed,  cold-frame,  or  a  seed-bed  in  the 
garden.  They  can  be  transplanted  very  easily.  About  ten  inches  apart  is  the  proper  distance  for 
making  a  showy  bed  of  the  large  varieties ;  the  dwarf  kinds  may  be  set  six  inches,  and  the  Chrysanthemum- 
flowered  a  little  more.  The  tall,  large-flowered  varieties  need  a  little  support,  as  during  storms  of  rain  and 
wind  they  are  easily  blown  down  when  in  blossom.  Set  a  stick  in  the  ground,  close  to  the  roots,  and  fas- 
ten the  stem  to  it  about  the  centre.  The  top  of  the  stake  should  be  about  six  inches  below  the  flowers, 
and  the  habit  of  the  plant  will  enable  it  to  decide  whether  tying  will  be  necessary.  We  are  indebted  for

HORSE-POWER. 

Whea  Watt  began  to  introduce  his  steam  engines, 
he  wished  to  be  able  to  state  their  power  as  compared 
with  that  of  horses,  which  were  then  generally  em- 
ployed for  driving  mills.  He  accordingly  made  a 
series  of  experiments,  which  led  him  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  average  power  of  a  horse  was  sufiScient 
to  raise  about  33,000  lbs.  one  foot  in  vertical  height 
per  minute,  and  this  has  been  adopted  in  England 
and  this  country  as  the  general  measure  of  power. 

A  waterfall  has  one  horse  power  for  every  33,000 
lbs.  of  water  flowing  in  the  stream  per  minute,  for 
each  foot  of  fall.  To  compute  the  power  of  a  stream, 
therefore,  multiply  the  area  of  its  cross  section  in 
feet  by  the  velocity  in  feet  per  minute,  and  we  have 
the  number  of  cubic  feet  flowing  along  the  stream 
per  minute.  Multiply  this  by  6 J,  the  number  of 
pounds  in  a  cubic  foot  of  water,  and  this  by  the 
vertical  fall  in  feet,  and  we  have  the  foot-pounds  per- 
minute  of  the  fall ;  dividing  by  33,000  gives  us  the 
horse  power. 

For  example  : — A  stream  flows  through  a  flume 
10  feet  wide,  and  the  depth  of  the  water  is  4  feet; 
the  area  of  the  cross  section  will  be  40  feet.  The 
velocity  is  150  feet  per  minute — 40x150=6000=  the 
cubic  feet  of  water  flowing  per  minute. — 6000x- 
62^=375,000=  the  pounds  of  water  flowing  per 
minute.  The  fall  is  10  feet ;  10x375,000=  the  foot- 
pounds of  the  waterfall.  Divide  3,  750,000  by  33,- 
000,  and  we  have  113  21-33  as  the  horse  power  of 
the  fall. 

The  power  of  a  steam  engine  is  calculated  by  mul- 
tiplying together  the  area  of  the  piston  in  inches,  the 
mean  pressure  in  pounds  per  square  inch,  the  length 
of  the  stroke  in  feet,  and  the  number  of  strokes  per 
minute,  and  dividing  by  33,000. 

Water  wheels  yield  from  50  to  91  per  cent,  of  the 
water.  The  actual  power  of  a  steam  engine  is  less 
than  the  indicated  power,  owing  to  a  loss  from  fric- 
tion ;  the  amount  of  this  loss  varies  with  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  engine  and  the  perfection  of  the  work- 
manship.

I  have  work 
now  in  the  house  that  was  done  nine  years  ago,  which  is 
still  good  ;  and  I  have  never  found  any  of  my  friends  who 
have  used  the  other  machines  able  to  say  the  same  thing."

Starch  in  Potatoes.— Dr.  Nessler  of  the  Duchy  of 
Baden  has  shown  by  analysis  that  the  nutritive 
value  of  potatoes  varies  with  their  size,  and  in  favor 
of  increased  bulk.  Potatoes  about  two  inches  in 
diameter  contain  17.2  per  cent,  of  starch,  and  those 
about  the  size  of  walnuts  14.6  per  cent.  We  infer 
that  full  growth  is  necessary  to  full  development  of 
starch.

POULTRY  ITEMS. 

The  unnatural  practice  of  fattening  poultry  by 
cramming  is  very  common  in  France,  and  is  de- 
scribed as  follows  :  The  fowls  are  closely  confined 
in  dark  pens,  where  they  cannot  move,  and  get  but 
little  air.  Aided  by  the  light  of  a  lamp,  the  poul- 
tryman  takes  three  fowls  at  once,  ties  them  alto- 
gether by  the  feet,  and  resting  them  on  his  knees, 
forces  paste  pellets  down  their  throats  every  twenty- 
four  hours.  The  finer  specimens  of  poulardes  (hens) 
attain  a  weight  of  upwards  of  eight  pounds,  the 
cocks,  thirteen  pounds  ;  and  these  weights  are  some- 
times exceeded.  Another  mode  of  artificial  feeding 
termed  entonnage^  is  by  causing  the  fowls  to  swal- 
low, by  means  of  a  funnel  inserted  into  the  mouth, 
farinaceous  substances  in  a  liquid  state.  In  some 
instances,  "  vermieres"  are  established  in  France 
j  for  the  purpose  of  breeding  maggots  from  putrid 
{  flesh  to  feed  poultry  on.  It  might  not  be  wise  for 
epicures  to  inquire  too  particularly  into  the  origin  of 
some  of  their  favorite  viands. 

Martin  Doyle,  the  cottage  economist  of  Ireland, 
in  his  "  Hints  to  Small  Holders,"  observes  that  a 
few  cocks  and  hens,  if  they  be  prevented  from 
scratching  in  the  garden,  are  useful  and  appropriate 
stock  for  a  cottage,  the  warmth  of  which  causes 
hens  to  lay  eggs  in  winter — no  trifling  advantage' to 
children  when  milk  is  scarce.  The  French,  who  are 
extremely  fond  of  eggs,  and  contrive  to  have  them 
in  great  abundance,  keep  their  hens  so  warm  that 
they  have  fresh  eggs  even  in  winter.  Now,  in  our 
country,  in  a  gentleman's  fowl  yard,  there  is  not  an 
egg  to  be  got  in  cold  weather,  but  the  warmth  of 
the  poor  man's  cabin  insures  him*an  egg  even  in  the 
most  ungenial  season.

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Good  Effects  of  Lime. 

If  any  one  has  any  doubts  as  to  the  good  efifect  of 
lime  on  any  soil,  let  him  try  for  (experiment  half  an 
acre,  lime  it  well,  and  we  think  that  in  four  or  five 
years  he  will  extend  the  application  ;  once  well  done 
and  it  will  last  an  age.  Who  ever  saw  the  spot 
where  the  ruins  of  a  house  once  was  but  has  seen 
the  rich,  strong  grass  at  all  seasons,  wet  and  dry  ? 
Now  what  produces  this  ?  The  fertility  that  gathers 
around  the  residence  of  them.  It  must  be  the  lime 
that  falls  into  the  soil  from  the  bricks  and  plastering. 
Lime  acts  more  positively  on  some  soils  than  on 
others,  but  did  you  ever  know  of  limestone  land 
that  was  not  fertile?  that  did  not  give  a  larger 
yield  of  grass?  It  seems  to  act  as  manure  or  food 
for  plants — for  all  who  are  conversaut  with  chemi- 
cal analysis  know  that  there  is  a  small  portion  of 
lime  or  alkaline  matter  found  in  all  plants,  grasses 
and  trees.  Lime  supplies  this — hence  the  vigorous 
growth  wherever-  found — it  is  much  more  advan- 
tageous to  double  the  produce  of  one  acre  than  to 
work  two  acres  for  the  same  returns.  Let  us  try 
the  Article  ;  if  we  see  no  marked  effects  the  first 
year  and  but  little  the  second,  doubt  not ;  for  it  re- 
quires time  to  get  this  material  under  way.  But 
when  it  does  act  its  operations  are  steady  and  dura- 
ble, and  annually  returns  the  cost  of  the  applica- 
tion. Do  not  fear  a  little  cost,  for  it  is  an  old  and 
trite  saying,  "  nothing  risk,  nothing  have."  Most 
farms  are  lacking  in  lime,  and  till  that  is  given 
crops  must  be  small. —  Germantown  Telegraph.-

How  to  Use  Meerschaums. 

The  following  are  directions  for  the  proper  use  of 
meerschaum  pipes  :  "  Most  people  spoil  their  pipes 
by  misuse  when  new  or  first  smoked.  The  extent 
to  which  this  is  done  has  led  us  to  prepare  a  few 
brief  and  simple  directions  how  to  use  meerschaums 
and  how  to  color  them.  A  pipe  when  first  smoked 
should  have  the  tobacco  put  in  loosely  and  be  only 
half  filled  ;  in  this  way  the  top  will  become  white 
and  not  have  the  reddish  tint  it  sometimes  assumes, 
and  also  the  wax  will  remain  longer  on  the  bowl, 
thus  settling  gradually  down  to  where  the  button 
begins  to  form  the  'beard,'  as  smokers  term  it. — 
Never  cover  the  pipe  with  leather,  because  the  wax 
melting  goes  into  it  instead  of  remaining  on  the 
meerschaum,  and  thus  produces  blotches.  Always 
smoke  slowly,  and  do  not  think  the  hotter  the  pipe 
gets  the  better  it  will  color,  for  meerschaum  clay 
without  being  boiled  nevej  colors,  and  if  made  too 
hot  the. wax  melts  off  and  leaves  the  clay  hard  and 
unporous.  Make  this  a  rule;  keep  the  pipe  cool 
wherever  you  wish  to  color  it ;  this  is  sufiBcient  to 
guide  you  in  the  proper  use  of  the  pipe." — Cor. 
Tobacco  Leaf.

— A  Ohio  correspondent  in 
Prairie  Farmer,  gives  his  experience  with  the  Cuzc  o 
potato.  He  says  : — I  have  been  experimenting  witb, 
or  raising  the  Cuzco  potato  for  two  years,  and  I 
find  it  is  the  most  profitable  potato  I  can  raise,  av- 
eraging one  hundred  bushels  more  to  the  acre 
than  any  other  variety,  even  the  peach  blow,  and  it 
is  a  better  keeper,  and  a  better  table  potato  than 
the  peach  blow.  It  is  almost  entirely  free  from  dis- 
ease, when  planted  on  dry  ground,  and  by  cutting 
to  single  eyes,  one  bushel  of  seed  will  produce  from 
forty  to  sixty-bushels  of  good  sized  potatos.  They 
will  bring  as  much  in  market  as  the  peach  blow, 
where  they  are  known.

— The  New  York  Tri- 
bune gives  the  following  remedy,  on  the  authority  of  T.  D. 
Balderson,  Burks  county,  Penn  . — Take  lime  water,  about 
the  consistence  of  thick  whitewash,  put  it  an  earthern 
plate,  and  about  the  same  quantity  of  flaxseed  oil,  beat 
them  well  together  with  a  case  knife  till  they  are  tho- 
roughly mixed,  annoint  the  bag  two  or  three  times  a  day, 
rubbing  it  well  in.  I  have  used  it  for  many  years.  Last 
summer,  a  neighbor  had  a  young  sow  with  pigs  ;  her  bag 
was  so  hard  he  thought  she  would  die.  I  prepared  him 
some  of  the  mixture,  and  in  a  few  days  she  suckled  and 
raised  her  pigs,  they  having  fed  them  with  a  spoon  while 
the  mother  teas  sick.

Gkabbing  Sheep. — Daily  do  we  see  sheep  grabbed  by 
the  wool  and  hauled  about.  Will  people  never  learn  bet- 
ter ?  Let  some  one  take  them  by  the  hair,  and  they  would 
probably  learn  a  lesson.  Could  they  look  under  the  skin 
they  would  be  surprised  how  much  suffering  they  inflict- 
ed—for the  sheep  is  dumb,  and  does  not  tell  its  pain.— 
Take  by  the  neck — any  place  rather  than  the  wool— any 
place  but  the  hair.  So  it  is  where  sheep  are  hooked  or 
thumped  or  knocked  about.  They  are  tender  it  must  be 
remembered — more  so  than  any  stock  on  the  farm. — Ex. 

RetjJNtion  of  Placenta.— J.  C.  Abbott,  Clarksville, 
Iowa,  writes  us  that  he  has  had  great  tronble  with  cows 
from  retention  of  placenta  after  calving. 

One  of  the  remedies  for  this  trouble  employed  by  dairy- 
men in  Herkimer,  is  to  give  cows,  soon  after  calving,  a 
mash  of  bran  and  water,  led  warm,  say  a  couple  quarts  of 
bran  to  a  pail  of  water,  the  water  poured  upon  the  bran 
boiling  hot  and  fed  as  warm  as  the  hand  can  be  comforta- 
bly borne  in  it.  This  has  nearly  always  proved  successful 
in  our  own  dairy.  Another  remedy  which  we  are  told  is 
effective  in  bad  cases,  is  to  heat  a  quart  of  sharp  cider  vin- 
egar, nearly  to  boiling  point,  and  pour  it  upon  a  quart  of 
bran  and  feed  pretty  warm.  In  cases  of  casting  wethers,  to 
which  he  refers,  he  will  find  the  treatment,  as  practiced  by 
Dr.  Cole,  of  Potsdam,  described  in  our  columns  a  few 
weeks  back,  suggestive. —  Utica  Herald. 

Loss  OF  Cud.— This  phrase  is  used  to  designate  the  ces- 
sation of  rumination,  and  is  a  symptom  of  various  diseases. 
When  it  is  observed,  the  animal  should  be  carefully  watch- 
ed to  discover  other  symptoms,  in  order  to  ascertain  from 
wliat  disease  it  is  suffering. 

Linseed  Oil  is  valuable  as  an  occasional  purgative  for 
swine,  especially  where  there  is  much  intestinal  inflamma- 
tion. 

A  Preventive  Against  Grub  in  the  Head.— Tar 
spread  upon  the  head,  between  the  eyes  and  the  extremity 
of  the  nose,  that  is,  from  the  eye  to  the  end  of  the  nose. 
Spread  it  the  first  of  June,  July,  August  and  September.- 
The  fly  does  not  deposit  the  egg  in  the  nose,  as  some  think, 
but  upon  the  outer  surface ;  and  as  it  becomes  a  grub  it 
eats  through  and  crawls  to  the  membrane.  So  says  a  cor- 
respondent of  the  Bural  American. 

Boiled  Potatoes  fob  Milch  Cows.— A  successful  fa;- 
mer  informs  us  that  he  has  practiced,  the  last  summer, 
giving  to  each  of  his  milch  cows  five  quarts  of  cold  boiled 
potatoes  a  day,  and  that  they  were  worth  half  a  dollar  a 
bushel  for  this  purpose.  His  old  potatoes  were  worth  no- 
thing in  the  market,  and  so  he  boiled  up  some  twenty-five 
or  thirty  gallons  at  a  time.  He  says  that  he  could  see  no 
benefit  whatever  from  giving  them  old  potatoes  in  a  raw 
state.  There  is  a  period  from  the  first  of  July  to  the  first  of 
August  when  cows  need  some  additional  food,  and  if  boil- 
.  ed  potatoes  will  help  them  hold  out  their  milk  till  it  is 
time  to  feed  out  the  Southern  corn,  we  may  hope  to  carry 
cows  through  the  whole  summer  season  in  a  condition  to 
yield  a  good  profit,  especially  on  farms  remote  from  the 
market.— Mai««  Farmer.

Gentlemen — I  herewith  submit  report  and  analysis 
of  Rodunda  Island  Guano. 

It  is  a  very  dry  and  fine  powder,  peculiarly  valua- 
ble to  manufacturers  of  Super  Phosphate  in  dividing 
or  pulverizing  moist  compounds  without  diluting  or 
deteriorating,  but  increasing  their  value  as  fertil- 
izers, and  especially  fitting  them  for  uniform  distri- 
bution by  the  wheat  drill,  as  proven  by  actual  ex- 
periment on  my  wheat  sown  last  autumn,  the  re- 
sults of  which  are  hereto  annexed.  The  difficulty 
with  all  fertilizers,  is  their  irregular  distribution, 
and  especially  their  tendency  to  interfere  with  the 
regular  distribution  of  the  wheat.  Of  four  that  I 
tried  last  year  only  one  variety  drilled  well.  There 
is  no  difficulty  with  the  Rodunda.

The  results  of  experiments  with  "Rodunda  Gu- 
ano," drilled  through  the  same  tubes  with  my  wheat 
last  autumn,  are  as  follows  : 

About  200  pounds  per  acre  of  the  Rodunda  alone 
increased  the  weight  of  the  crop  16  per  cent.,  and 
the  weight  of  the  grain  39  per  cent.,  over  the  un- 
manured  plat. 

On  another  plat,  a  mixture  of  Rodunda  Guano 
and  a  Raw  Bone  Super-Phosphate  in  equal  quantities 
was  drilled  at  same  rate — 200  lbs.  per  acre — (the

The  following  extracts  are  from  the  testimony,  taken  under  oath,  in  a  recent  case  pend 
ing  before  the  United  States  Patent  Office,  upon  the  actual  merits  of  the

Q.  As  the  result  of  your  observation  and  experience, 
what  machine  do  you  think  best  as  a  general  family  in- 
strument ?

On  another  plat,  a  mixture  of  Rodunda  Guano 
and  a  Raw  Bone  Super-Phosphate  in  equal  quantities 
was  drilled  at  same  rate — 200  lbs.  per  acre — (the 
latter  was  so  moist  that  it  would  not  drill  at  all 
alone,  or  very  irregularly,  say  80  lbs.  per  acre.) — 
The  result  of  this  mixture  was  69  per  cent,  increase 
of  total  crop,  whereas  87  per  cent,  was  the  increase 
of  the  grain  by  weight. 


The  above  are  the  actual  effects  produced  by  Ro- 
dunda Guano — but  they  do  not  represent  one-half 
of  the  influence  this  Guano  is  capable  of  exerting 
when  associated,  in  proper  quantities^  with  other 
plant-food.
